First Andover Boy First 1943 Inductees Go January 7 


=~ a dover Men Form Two-Thirds OF Group To 
Be Inducted; All Age Groups Are Represented 


Is Killed In Action 


Pvt. Arthur J. Gauthier 
Was Shawsheen Resident 


In a telegram from the War De- 
partment last Thursday morning, 
Mr. and Mrs. Ernest E. Gauthier 
of 4 Ferndale avenue, Shawsheen, 
were informed of the death of their 
son, Private Arthur J. Gauthier, 
24, in recent South Pacific engage- 
ments of the Marine Corps. 

Pvt. Gauthier was the first An- 
dover resident to be killed in ac- 
tion in the present war, though the 
town’s roll of honor already bore 
three names before his passing. 
Pvt. Edward P. Guild of Walnut 
avenue was killed in an automobile 
accident on April 26 at Graingers, 
N. G., and two other Andover men, 
David Brown of Essex street and 
Robert Thompson of Hidden Field, 
had died in the line of duty before 
the outbreak of war. 

Pvt. Gauthier had been in the 
Marine Corps for about eleven 
months. His preliminary training 
was at San Diego, Calif., but he had 
been in the battle area since late 
in May. Strangely enough, his fam- 
ily had never seen him in uniform. 

He was one of three Gauthier 
brothers in service, his parents 
having been honored a few months 
ago by the local V.F.W. post for 
their enviable service record. An 
older brother, Ernest J. Gauthier, 
28, is stationed in California with 
the Army Signal corps, and a 
younger brother, Thomas Warren 
Gauthier, is now at sea as a sea- 
man, first class, in the Naval Re- 
serve. 

Other surviving relatives include 
four sisters, Rita and Catherine of 
Shawsheen, Mrs. Dorothy Lachar- 
ite of Lawrence and Mrs. Made-

The finance and advisory board 
of the school committee has called 
a general meeting of West Center 
and North school parents, and 
other interested residents, to dis- 
cuss fuel and transportation prob- 
lems in that area.

Because of the lack of oil, all 
boilers in these schools have been 
put out, and the water has been 
shut off in the three buildings un- 
til they are reopened next week.

Challenge Well 


War Activities Paramount In Town During Past Year, 
Despite Important Cultural And Educational Events 


As the old year draws to a close, 
it is apparent that the town of An- 
dover has passed through the 
hardest year of the greatest of the 
eight wars in its history. 

War activities of one kind or an- 
other had the greatest effects of 
any news events on its citizenry. 
The sale of new automobiles had 
been already frozen as the new 
year came in, and 1942 was hardly 
a week old before the rationing of 
tires, first of a long series of ad- 
ministered commodities, was put 
into effect. 

Civilian defense, which was to 
engage the efforts of at least a 
thousand residents before the year 
was out, got its first big impetus 


with a mock air raid, complete with 
the new-fangled “incidents” on the 
night of January 29. 

At the same time, the town’s cul- 
tural and social life was nourished 
with more activities than it had 
been in many a year. A host of dis- 
tinguished lecturers, actors, auth- 
ors, musicians appeared here under 
the auspices of several groups. 

The schools weathered their first 
year well, Phillips Academy run- 
ning a revolutionary and highly suc- 
cessful summer school, the public 
schools fostering the study of aero- 
nautics and other technical sci- 
ences.

Local residents who are follow- 
ng closely the progress of the 
orth African campaign will un- 
oubtedly be interested to know 
hat Mrs. Frances P. McClellan of 
rehard street traveled extensive- 
y through that region, nearly 44 
ears ago. ne 
During January of 1899, she 
ravelled from Tangier through 
forocco, Algeria and into Tunis 
efore embarking for now- 
eleaguered Malta. 


Her comments on the country, in 
the form of notes, are of interest 
today, however much conditions 
“may have changed. Nemours, in 
‘Algeria, the notes describe as “very 
‘warm, with high rocky promon- 
‘tories, and water so clear you can 
‘watch the fishes many fathoms 
down...clumsy lighters are rowed 
out with alfalfa aboard to load on 
our steamer, and to take off the na- 
tives.” 

Docking at Oran, Mrs. McClellan 
entrained for Algiers, traveling 
through “richly cultivated country 
that seemed like Normandie—wind- 
mills, horses with leather-covered 
pommels, yoked oxen, as in Spain.” 


Once in Algiers, she took up her 
residence in the famous Hotel St. 
George, “surrounded by a marvel- 
ous garden, and situated on a 
whole hillside of gardens overlook- 
ing the harbor of Algiers. We ate 
breakfast on a balcony to watch 
the sun rise over a snow-capped 
mountain. The old part of the town 
has stepped streets, very narrow 
and crooked, and the _ houses, 
braced with timbers, meet over- 
head at the second story.” 


A journey through mountains to 
Setif brought into view, “pools 
crusted with ice, long-haired cows, 
Arab shepherds with sweeping 
burnooses swung over their right 


shoulders...spent three nights at 


Biskra, or the Garden of Allah, in- 
cidentally taking a camel trip far 
out into the desert, This is the 


‘metropolis for the wild tribes from 


the south, their market, trading 
post and amusement center.” 

At Tunis stood a Roman aque- 
duct approaching the city, said the 
notes, adding “spent most of the 
day among the ruins of Carthage 
before embarking for Malta.”

We Mean Business 


The 78th Congress is going to take over within a few days— 
and we hope they’re really going to take over. No, we don’t 
want any more haggling over how much training the army 
should be required to give men before they go overseas; we 
think the army should be allowed to run its own little project 
without having to bother with a bunch of Congressmen who 
are unaware of the real military demands of this war. 


But we do think that Congress should take over something 
and that is the running of this government of ours. It’s all 
right for a legislative body under the guise of national emer- 
gency to pass over its powers to acentral authority for quicker, 
more expeditious action, but headlong flight into such an ex- 
pediency is bad if the central authority who receives these 
powers is unable to handle them in a businesslike manner. 

The present administration was, as everyone knows, waste- 
ful to the extreme in the depression and post-depression days. 
Most of us when the war started, hoped that a great national 
emergency would imbue, even the most wasteful, with a desire 
to save every penny so that not one of our soldiers would lack 
for things they need. But that was a hope forlorn. A policy 
of wastefulness, of disorderly pell-mell rushing into things— 
you can’t lose it overnight. The administration just can’t get 
out of its old habit of spending, hiring, spending some more, 
hiring some more. They hire somebody and then can’t find 
enough to keep the new employee busy, so they think up some- 
thing. And that costs money. More often than not it means a 
new flood of questionnaires which take up a good part of the 
valuable time of today’s businessmen. 

If all the unnecessary employees in the federal government 
were dismissed, and if all the unnecessary work that the fed- 
eral government is now making the average citizen do were 
eliminated, what a boon that would be to production. We 
might even have to have a manpower commissioner. Then, 
with all these employees out of government work and into some 
war industry, still more would be released, because the post 
office department would have men to spare. The work of that 
department now is complicated and increased by the presence 
of the many tons of franked mail that pours forth from Wash- 
ington. No wonder that the post office always has a deficit. It 
has to carry free of charge all the brain-children of some ad- 
ministrators whose efforts would indicate a subnormal intellect. 
Certainly the common sense touch is absent from Washington; 
certainly the madness that is Washington is no indication of 
things getting done, but rather of people doing things that they 
know nothing about, getting in each other’s way, duplicating 
each other’s functions, if functions they have—in general, 
driving the people of America mad. 

We'll go without heat; we’ll go without gasoline; we’ll give 
up our canned foods—but we certainly think that the adminis- 
tration has to lead the way by showing that it’s economy- 
minded, too. We’ll buy bonds and we’ll pay taxes—but we’d 
feel much better about it if we knew that the money we were 
investing or spending in this way were going to the boys in 
Africa or Guadalcanal rather than to a bunch of unnecessary 
civilian employees in Washington. 

It’s a new Congress; its complexion is slightly different. But 
it should have a message to take to the Administration, and 
that is that the people back home mean business. The people 
back home want to win the war; the people back home don’t 
want to hamper their boys by allowing a mad Washington to 
indirectly hamper the production of those things that the boys 
need. We mean business; we want Washington to mean 
business, too.

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The Beginning of a New Delivery Service 
We have already made the announcement that as of 
December 31, 1942, we were discontinuing our regular 
delivery service. This drastic change has been caused, 
First—by the extreme shortage of gasoline and sup- 
plies necessary to operate a delivery truck. At 
present we have used most of our January quota 


of gasoline in order to make our Christmas de- 
liveries possible. 


Second—by the extreme shortage of manpower. 

Third—by the new program of food rationing. In an- 
ticipation of the point system of rationing so many 
food items, where it is going to be impracticable 
to sell rationed food by telephone, there will be 
less occasion to make delivery of food. The cus- 
tomer will be coming to market personally with 
her ration book in order to exchange the coupons 
for rationed foods. 


However, although there are restrictions which we must 
consider, and rules and regulations with which we must 
comply, still we are going to try to utilize our limited 
supply of gasoline, as long as our equipment lasts, to 
make at least one delivery a week to a customer of the 
articles which she will not be able to carry home with her. 
At this time we cannot say on which day of the week de- 
livery will be made. It is going to take time to build such 
a delivery system and it is going to take co-operation of 
the customer in planning her needs in advance.

devoted about two years’ work. He 
maintained his residence here from 
1928 until his death. 

Another decorative map, depict- 
ing the cultures which have flour- 
ished in North America, now hangs 
in the Archaeology building. One 
of the principal exhibits at the mu- 
seum, an accurate scale model of 
the village of Pecos in New Mexico, 
with a painted background and 
small carved figures, was con- 
structed by him over a period of 
two years. The models were made 
from drawings and photographs by 
Dr. Alfred V. Kidder, research as- 
sociate with the Peabody Founda- 
tion, who had supervised the Pecos 
excavations. 

He was also author of the carved 
ship’s prow and painted backdrop 
for the figurehead now in the 
marine room of the Addison art 
gallery. Recently, he had begun a 
series of models intended to repre- 
sent a history of the American 
dwelling house, for the Gallery, but 
passed away before he had com- 
pleted the first in the series. 

Before coming to Phillips acad- 
emy, he had been an architect in 
New York, and had once managed 
a large tobacco plantation in Mary- 
land. 

He was educated in France in the 
1880’s, a time when a strong new 
national art tradition was being es- 
tablished there. He also studied 
paleontology and anatomy for some 
time in Belgium.
